MCPII Patch 138 is scheduled to elininate this problem. We plan 


to quatify all the new patches through number 136 as soon as 
possible. When the qualification precess is completes we will 
make another preliminary release of object code updates to you. 


Until you receive the new releases please have your customers 
Stay on the 10.0.95 release» which is the one you received prior 
to the 10.0-112 release. 7
